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GCA Meeting Tackles 
Municipal Problems 

Highlight of the Greenbelt Citi¬ 
zens Association election of offi¬ 
cers on Wednesday, March 31, was 
the almost unanimous support for 
Walter R. Volckhausen who was 
elected 5 to the permanent post of 
hairman. (See last week’s Co- 
operator.) Volckhausen and the 
other three officers: Vice-chairman 
Eleanor Carr, Secretary Gl’enn L. 
Burrows and Treasurer John F. 
Schmidt were elected temporary 
officers in January, and their 
posts were made permanent by 
the voters at the March 31 elec¬ 
tions. 

In expressing his appreciation, 
Volckhausen told a representative 
of The Cooperator: “I deeply ap¬ 
preciate the support which I have 
received both before and at the 
meeting, and from both friends 
and strangers. The kind things that 
have been said about me have 
meant so much more to me in a 
positive way than the accusations 
could mean in a negative way that 
I almost feel a sense of indebted¬ 
ness to those who accused me.” 

Volckhausen’s only opponent in 
the election, Mrs. Andrew Dren- 
nan, 60-K Crescent, was nominated 
in absentia by Mrs. Lois Peterson, 
60-A Crescent.

tions concerning the proposed con¬ 
cession for refreshments at the 
Lake. The first was to request 
the City Council to defer action 
on the proposal until both sides of 
the question could be publicized, in 
The Coopenaor. The second was 
to announce the Association’s op¬ 
position to the plan, should the 
Council not wish to defer action 
any further. 

Association Secretary Glenn 
Burrows presented the first reso¬ 
lution to the Council Monday 
night, and when no action was 
taken he presented the Associa¬ 
tion’s second resolution, putting 
the group on record as being op¬ 
posed to the concession. (See City 
Council Notes elsewhere in this 
issue.) 

Following the election, Matt Am- 
berg reported on negotiations with 
Washington bus companies to pro¬ 
vide bus service between Green¬ 
belt and Washington on the new 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway. 
Amberg asked for volunteers for a 
telephone survey to determine how 
many Greenbelt residents would 
use the service, what times they 
would prefer, and approximately 
where in Washington the majority 
of the prospective bus-riders would 
want to go. His phone number is 
5902. 

Also discussed was the condi¬ 
tion of the statue at the Center. 
The meeting unanimously voted, to 
request the City to clean the sta¬ 
tue and to restore its drinking 
fountains. 

It was announced that the first 
of a series of block picnics for new 
residents would be held on Sunday, 
April 25 at the playground near the 
junction of Crescent and Ridge 
Roads. 

Members also voted to hold fu¬ 
ture meetings at monthly intervals.

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Youth Center 

Five residents were nominated 
by the city council to a committee 
to work on plans to build a new 
Youth Center building in Green¬ 
belt. Those nominated were city 
manager Charles McDonald, Mrs. 
Jack Willard, Beverley Fonda, 
Rev. Eric T. Braund and Harold 
Hufendick. 

Street Lights 

Approval for seven new street 
lights on Southway near the new 
Parkway intersection was delayed 
until it is determined from the 
Public Roads Commission whether 
they intend to install their own 
lights at the intersection. Council 
members hoped that a duplication 
of lighting could be avoided, with 
a savings to the city. Cost of the 
additional lights was estimated by 
city manager Charles McDonald to 
be 50 cents a day. 

Parking Areas 

Two new proposed parking areas 
for local trucks were presented to 
the city council by city manager 
Charles McDonald. An area near 
the 4 and 5 Court of Gardenway, 
and another near the 73 Court of 
Ridge were declared proper sites 
for municipal parking areas. 

Expenditures for preparing the 
sites, lighting, and maintenance' 
may be borne by the users, it w£s 
disclosed. The council will con¬ 
sider the subject at the next meet¬ 
ing. 

Concession 

Glenn Burrows, Greenbelt Citi¬ 
zens Association representative, 
asked the city council to delay any 
approval of concessions at the lake 
area until the subject could be 
publicly aired in the local news¬ 
paper and at civic meetings. The 
council did not have the matter on 
the agenda last Monday night and 
is still considering the proposal. 
Burrows added that GCA is on 
record as against a concession, if 
the council does consider the mat¬ 
ter at a later date. 

Pipeline 

City solicitor Ralph Powers will 
examine and make recommenda¬ 
tions on a proposal by the Wash¬ 
ington Suburban Sanitary Com¬ 
mission to run a 42-inch pipe line 
through municipal property. WSSC 
has the power to take such action 
without approval in every county 
area except Greenbelt, city mana¬ 
ger Charles McDonald disclosed. 

Forced Entry 

Consideration of departmental 
monthly reports disclosed that the 
Youth Center was broken into 
last week during the daytime. A 
window was broken and entry 
made by teen-agers familiar with 
the building, Recreation director 
Donnie Wolfe declared. Police pa¬ 
trol the area on an irregular basis, 
McDonald disclosed. 

Vandalism 

Mayor Frank Lastner declared 
he was disappointed that several 
newly-painted underpasses have 
already been smeared with mud 
and otherwise defaced. He de¬ 
plored the action of inconsiderate 
residents and stated the under¬ 
passes look worse than they did 
before since the new paint only 
emphasizes the disfigurement. He 
hoped the same situation would 
not exist when the community 
building exterior is painted.

If 
you are interested in what happens 
to your money, come to that meet¬ 
ing early and make your voice and 
your vote count!

Easter Egg Hunt 

The traditional Greenbelt Easter 
Egg Hunt is taking on a new look 
this year and will be full of sur¬ 
prises.

Ball Playing Called 
Hazardous Practice 

Complaints about children and 
adults playing ball on the grassy 
areas within the city have been 
so numerous that city manager 
Charles McDonald urged the city 
council last Monday night to pass 
an ordinance forbidding such prac¬ 
tice. Police are powerless to stop 
the ball-playing without the ordi¬ 
nance, McDonald reported. Citi¬ 
zens complain that grass is de¬ 
stroyed, hedges broken and smaller 
children imperilled by baseballs. 

McDonald declared that using a 
bat is the most serious offense, 
since the direction of the ball 
cannot be controlled easily. He 
is not concerned over ordinary 
ball-playing as such and does not 
intend to use the ordinance for 
wholesale arrest or inhibiting or¬ 
dinary children’s play. 

Councilman Ber^ Goldfaden 
urged that an , “educational” pro¬ 
gram be tried for a two-week peri¬ 
od, before any ordinance be en¬ 
acted. He believed that the pres¬ 
ent ball-playing was just an in¬ 
terim practice period before the 
regular baseball program by the 
Little League and Boys Club be¬ 
gins. 

The council decided to hold in 
abeyance any action until the “ed¬ 
ucation” program is tried.

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The Long View

Some folks have asked me if I 
received any satisfaction from my 
letter to the People’s Development 
Company regarding the develop¬ 
ment of the undeveloped land. I 
think this calendar of events is the 
answer to their questions: 
Thursday, March 18: As reported 
in the Cooperator of March 25, 
I objected to the fact that Green- 
belt Community Builders, Inc. 
was preventing prospective de¬ 
velopers from bringing their 
proposals to the Board. 

Friday, March 19-1 wrote to the 
People’s Development Company. 
A copy of my letter was carried 
in the Cooperator of April 17. 
Thursday, March 25 - Several offi¬ 
cials from P.D.C. came to town 
to discuss with certain persons 
the development of the unde¬ 
veloped land and, incidentally, 
mentioned my letter of March 19. 
Friday, March 26 - The Board re¬ 
ceived direct a very interesting 
proposal from a well-qualified 
developer. 

Thursday, April 1 - The Board re¬ 
ceived direct a very interesting 
proposal from another well- 
qualified developer. 

Yes, I am very well satisfied 
with the results of my letter to 
P.D.C. Although a year has been 
lost, I think we are now going to 
proceed with a sensible sound plan 
for the undeveloped land. It is 
the approach I have fought for 
since over a year ago. 

After returning to Columbus, 
Mr. Rainsberg wrote me a courte¬ 
ous reply to my letter, a copy of 
which is shown below since the 
editor of the Cooperator tells me 
he has had quite a few inquiries 
both friendly and otherwise. 

P.D.C. has also given a member 
of its staff the special assignment 
of the undeveloped land in Green- 

It seems very likely that the 

land will soon be undertaken by 
a reputable and capable develop¬ 
er. 

Dear Mr. Long! 

This acknowledges receipt of 
your letter of March 19. 

From time to time we review 
the progress being made and are 
constantly reviewing financial 
statements and other information 
in connection with loans we have 
made to Greenbelt Veteran Hous¬ 
ing Corporation. We have a firm 
policy, however, not to get involv¬ 
ed in controversial problems which 
arise within the Board of Directors 
of any corporation which is a bor¬ 
rower from us. 

With respect to the loan made 
by us, we necessarily limit our ne¬ 
gotiations and correspondence re¬ 
lating to the loan to those who are 
authorized by the majority of the 
Board of Directors to act on be¬ 
half of the corporation. 

The rights which we have on 
this loan are set forth in the loan 
agreements, including our right to 
assure ourselves of the satisfac¬ 
tory character of management and 
to approve various disbursements 
and undertakings. We deem it 
inappropriate to express positions 
relative to questions or policies ex¬ 
cept as they arise on specific mat¬ 
ters involving the administration 
of our loan and tire concurrences 
which the loan agreements require 
of us. On behalf of the Board of 
Directors, Greenbelt Veteran 
Housing Corporation has made 
submissions to us from time to 
time as they arose relative to the 
loan, and has secured our approv¬ 
al or disapproval of disbursements 
from the land loan and other loans 
relating to the various undertak¬ 
ings. 

I think you will agree that for 
the foregoing reasons we, as a 
lender, are not in a position to re¬ 
spond directly to the specific 
questions which you have trans¬ 
mitted. 

It is our continued hope that the 
cooperative endeavors in Green¬ 
belt will go forward to build a 
community of which we shall all 
b'e justly proud.
